SYNOPSIS: 


Industry Station received a telephone call from Ms. EE (victim), the of 
Suspect Elaine Luna, who said the suspect had threatened her, and she was afraid the 
suspect was going to beat her up. Ms. also mentioned the suspect had been in 
and out of the “mental ward.” Industry units were assigned, and responded, to the 
priority Family Disturbance call, Tag #360. 


IAB Note: Audio copy of the telephone call from Ms. Eis 
included in this casebook on compact disc (See 
Miscellaneous Documents). 


IAB Note: A copy of the Incident History Report for Tag #360 is 
included in this casebook (See Miscellaneous 
Documents). 


Deputies Ramon Escamilla, 4 EE) 4 and Victor Velasquez, 
ME assembled at an alternate location, prior to driving to the incident location. 
The deputies approached the front of the residence and contacted the victim. She told 
the deputies the suspect was inside the residence and she (suspect) had threatened 
her with a knife. Deputy Escamilla instructed the victim to wait outside the residence 
with Deputy Velasquez while he and Deputy {made contact with the suspect. 


Deputy Escamilla and Deputy [iillapproached the front door of the residence. 
Deputy Escamilla could hear the suspect screaming and he saw her standing in the 
living room. He asked the suspect to step outside the residence so he could speak with 
her, but she refused. 
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Deputy Escamilla noticed the suspect had an unknown pointed object (later identified as 
a bottle/can opener) in her right hand. He ordered the suspect to drop the unknown 
object, but she refused. Deputy Escamilla unsnapped the security strap on his firearm, 
and the suspect immediately dropped the bottle/can opener to the floor. 


Deputy Escamilla entered the residence, followed by Deputy I and grabbed the 
suspect by her right arm. He attempted to place the suspect's arm behind her back; 
however, the suspect resisted and attempted to pull away from him. He placed the 
suspect's right arm behind her back, and pushed her against the open wooden front 
door to control her. 


Deputy Escamilla instructed Deputy A: grab the suspect’s right arm, so he could 
grab the suspect's left arm, which she had tucked against her chest. He placed the 
suspect's left arm behind her back, and he told Deputy EE to handcuff the suspect. 


As Deputy [was handcuffing the suspect, the suspect continued to resist. 
Deputy Escamilla applied pressure on the suspect's left arm to control her, as she 
continued to move around. 


While holding onto the suspect’s left arm, Deputy Escamilla heard a “snap” around her 
left biceps area. The suspect began to scream louder, and he advised Deputy BEM 
that the suspect's arm might be broken. 


The suspect was handcuffed, and paramedics responded to the scene to provide initial 
medical attention for the suspect. The suspect was transported to Queen of the Valley 
Hospital (West Covina), by ambulance, for additional medical treatment regarding the 
possible fractured left arm. 


The bottle/can opener with a pointed tip, that the suspect was initially holding, was 
recovered and placed into evidence. 


Sergeant Carlos Herrera, #IEEEE was advised of the incident, and responded to the 
scene.

INJURIES 

Suspect Luna was transported by ambulance to Queen of the Valley Hospital (West 
Covina), where she was treated for a left humerus fracture (broken arm). Medical 
records also indicated the suspect has a history of bipolar disorder with questionable 
psychotic features. 


IAB Note: Still photographs of Suspect Luna’s left arm were taken 
from the video interview conducted by Sergeant Herrera 
(See Exhibit D). 


IAB Note: IAB investigator spoke with Doctor David Gutkin 
(treating physician) on January 3, 2012. He indicated 
the injuries on the suspect were consistent with the use 
of force reported by deputies. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 
One (1) Bottle/Can Opener with pointed metal tip (See Exhibit C, Photograph #1). 
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IAB Note: Deputies also took possession of a knife with a seven 
and one half inch blade. The victim had recovered this 
knife from the suspect’s bed prior to the victim calling 
deputies for assistance. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 
None — IAB Investigator did not respond to scene. 


IAB Note: Suspect Luna was transported and treated at the 
hospital. It was later determined her arm was broken. 
IAB was notified several hours after the incident 
occurred.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 
Daylight (approximately 1640 hours) with normal inside lighting. The weather outside 
was estimated at 65 degrees. 


SCENE DESCRIPTION 
Incident occurred inside an approximate 15’ by 20’ furnished living room, inside a single 
floor family residence. 


SUSPECT STATEMENT 

This is a summary based on statements given during a video recorded interview by the 
suspect involved in this incident. For complete and detailed statements, refer to the 
digital video files included in this investigative casebook. 


Suspect Elaine Luna was interviewed by Industry Station Sergeant Carlos Herrera, 


and Industry Station Lieutenant Raymond Enriquez, AE regarding her 
involvement in this incident. 
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These interviews were digitally video recorded and are included on compact disc in this 
investigative casebook (See Miscellaneous Documents). 


At approximately 1646 hours, Sergeant Hererra interviewed Suspect Luna at her 
residence about the incident, prior to her being transported to the hospital. 


IAB Note: During the interview, Suspect Luna was crying and 
would occasionally talk about issues that had nothing to 
do with the incident. 


Suspect Luna said the deputies “beat her.” She said the deputies beat her back, and 
broke her shoulder and rib, with their hands and fists. 


Suspect Luna said she was just “playing” with the deputies, and they were “kidding 
about math.” The suspect indicated she has “mental problems” and takes medication. 


Suspect Luna said she grabbed the can opener for “protection” because her BAM 
(Victim B had hit her before. 


At approximately 1742 hours, Lieutenant Enriquez interviewed Suspect Luna at Queen 
of the Valley Hospital. 


IAB Note: During the interview, Suspect Luna had difficulty 
staying focused on the questions asked by Lieutenant 
Enriquez, and she would continue to talk about things 
that had nothing to do with the incident involving the 
deputies. 


Suspect Luna said she had been a patient iii She said she 


sees a psychiatrist, but he does not give her the right kind of medication. 


Suspect Luna said her called 9-1-1 and told the police that she 
Suspect Luna) was hitting her. She said she would never hit he: ecause her 

is very old and sick. Suspect Luna then began talking about her| nd 
heroin. 


Suspect Luna said when the deputies arrived, she got handcuffed and indicated her left 
arm was swollen. She said the injury occurred after being handcuffed. Suspect Luna 
said she told the deputies not to handcuff her because she has been in mental hospitals 
before. She said the deputy broke her shoulder. When asked how this occurred, 
Suspect Luna said, “He just pulled it.” She then began to talk about taking a picture and 
her M being in prison. 


Suspect Luna continued to talk about different issues unrelated to the incident, and the 
interview was terminated. 
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INVOLVED DEPUTY STATEMENTS 

This is a summary based on statements given during audio recorded interviews by the 
involved deputies. For complete and detailed statements, refer to the digital audio files 
and the verbatim transcripts, which are included in this investigative casebook. 


Deputy Ramon Escamilla, currently assigned to Industry Station, has been on the 


Sheriff's ae for a 16 ee He =e | 


Deputy Escamilla was interviewed on February 1, 2012, at approximately 1013 hours, 
by Internal Affairs investigators regarding his involvement in this incident. This interview 
was digitally audio recorded, and the verbatim transcript is included in this investigative 
casebook. 


Deputy Escamilla said he was working a one person car (141A2), from Hf IS until 

on the day of the incident. He said he received a call for service on Dancer 
Street (incident location) regarding a family disturbance. The call was a voiced, priority 
call. Deputy Escamilla said Deputy Yvette Mattes, 44 initially had the handle on 
the call. Deputy Mattes coordinated the call by having the responding units meet at the 
corner prior to approaching the location.. Deputy Escamilla said he assumed the handle 
on the call because he believed Deputy Mattes was delayed in responding to the 
location. 


Deputy Escamilla said responding units (Deputies Escamilla, | and Velasquez) 
met at the southeast corner of Clintwood Avenue and Dancer Street (See Exhibit C, 
Photograph #5). While responding to the corner, Deputy Escamilla said Deputy 

HE layed to them over the radio that she had dealt with the suspect in the past. 
He said Deputy I made reference to the suspect's mentally ill status, but he could 
not remember her exact words. 


IAB Note: 


Deputy Escamilla said they drove to the location, and started to walk to the front door 
(See Exhibit C, Photograph #6). He said as they walked up to the porch of the 
residence, he could hear a woman screaming inside the residence. Deputy Escamilla 
said he could see Ms victim) inside the residence near the front door. 


(suspect) is driving me crazy.” He said Ms. Hiilifurther told him that the 
suspect was threatening her with a knife. 


i Escamilla asked Ms. what was happening. Ms. B iico, “my 
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Deputy Escamilla could still hear the suspect yelling. He asked Ms. [EE where the 
suspect was, and she indicated the suspect was in the living room area. Concerned for 
the victim’s safety, he and Deputy [J told Ms. [J several times, to step outside 
the residence. 


Deputy Escamilla said Deputy Velasquez escorted Ms. [J down the driveway, and 
away from the residence for her safety. 


Deputy Escamilla said he approached the threshold of the doorway. He had an idea of 
where the suspect was inside the residence, because he could still hear the suspect 
yelling. He said he pushed on the front door, and he could see the suspect standing in 
the living room, approximately five feet away. 


Deputy Escamilla asked the suspect twice to come outside so they could talk, but the 
suspect refused. He said at that point, he saw the suspect had a metal object 
(bottle/can opener), in her right hand, by her side. He said he pointed at the object and 
told the suspect to drop it, but she refused. 


IAB Note: Deputy Escamilla was shown several photographs taken 
by Field Sergeant Herrera at the scene. Deputy 
Escamilla identified the object in Photograph #1 as the 
object the suspect was holding during the incident. He 
identified Photographs #2, #3, and #4 as the room inside 
the residence where the incident occurred (See Exhibit 
©). 


Deputy Escamilla said he unsnapped the safety strap on his holster, and he told the 
suspect to drop the object in her hand. She complied. He then told the suspect to 
come to him. Deputy Escamilla said the suspect took a step toward him, stopped, and 
then told him, “No.” 


Deputy Escamilla said he reached into the residence and grabbed the suspect's right 
arm. He said the suspect began to resist, so he placed her right arm behind her back, 
and pushed her up against the front door so he could control her. Deputy Escamilla told 
Deputy B to grab the suspect's right arm, so he could grab the suspect’s left arm, 
which the suspect had tucked between herself and the door. 


Deputy Escamilla grabbed the suspect's left arm and brought it behind the suspect’s 
back, in a rear wrist lock, so they could handcuff her. He said the suspect kept moving, 
and she was yelling not to be touched and to let go of her. 

Deputy Escamilla said Deputy was trying to handcuff the suspect, but the 
suspect kept moving around trying to escape their grasp. 
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Deputy Escamilla said the suspect also kept turning her head to look back at him, as if 
she was going to spit at him. He pushed her up against the door again to gain more 
control over the suspect. 


Deputy Escamilla said he continued to apply pressure to the suspect's arm to maintain 
control of her as Deputy was trying to handcuff the suspect. He said as they 
were trying to handcuff the suspect, that is when he believes the suspect's left arm may 
have broke. 


Deputy Escamilla said the suspect's (left) arm went limp, and he told Deputy he 
thought the suspect's arm had broke. Deputy Escamilla said he told Deputy| o 
finish handcuffing the suspect, and to search her for any additional weapons. 


Deputy Escamilla said he requested paramedics, and a supervisor, to respond to the 
location. Deputy Escamilla estimated the struggle with the suspect lasted 
approximately 30 seconds to one minute. He said he was “kind of in shock” the 
suspect's arm broke, and he said it was not his intention to break her arm. 


Deputy Escamilla said the living room where the incident occurred was furnished, and 
confining with three people inside. Deputy Escamilla did not feel he had any other force 
options (OC spray, baton, taser) available to him, based on the suspect's actions and 
the incident location. 


Deputy Escamilla is not aware of any other member of the Department witnessing the 
force incident, other than he and Deputy BEE

Deputy IE was interviewed on January 17, 2012, at approximately 1445 hours, by 
Internal Affairs investigators, regarding her involvement in this incident. The interview 

was digitally audio recorded and the verbatim transcript is included in this investigative 
casebook. The following is a summary of Deputy EEE statement. 


Deputy [IM said that on the day of the incident, she was working a one person car 
(Unit 143K8), from Hii hours until {J She said she responded to a call for 
service on Dancer Street (incident location) regarding a family disturbance. Deputy 
HE said the voiced, dispatched call indicated that a female was threatening her 
HR She was unable to recall any other details about the call. 


Deputy EE said she was an assisting unit on the call. She believed she assigned 
herself to the call because she was patrolling in the area, when the call came out.

Deputy said because it was a disturbance call, she met Deputy Escamilla at the 
corner, approximately three to four houses west of the location (See Exhibit C, 
Photograph #5). As they started to drive to the location, a third unit (Deputy 
Velasquez) arrived and followed them to the location. 


Deput said they arrived at the location. She saw an elderly woman (Witness 

, who she knew was the Boí the suspect, standing at the doorway of 
the residence (location). Deputy [said she has had prior contact with this family, 
and she knew the suspect was mentally ill, and had been in mental hospitals. Deputy 
HE Said she let her partners know about the suspect's prior mental history, prior to 
arriving at the location. 


Deputy] aid they approached the residence (porch area) and made contact with 
Witness She said Witness advised them that the suspect was inside the 
residence. 


Deputy EES aid — asked Witness [to step down from the porch area and 


into the yard. Witness as told to stay with Deputy Velasquez while they 
(Deputies JJ and Escamilla) made contact with Suspect Luna. Deputy SE 
could not recall if any additional questions were asked of Witness [J such as if any 
weapons were inside the residence. 


Deputy s2 Deputy Escamilla entered the doorway of the residence, with her 
right behind him. She said they wanted to enter the residence to see if anyone else was 
inside the residence (concerned for the safety of others). 


Deputy EM said after they entered the residence, they saw the suspect standing 
approximately five to six feet away, with a sharp unknown object in the suspect's raised, 
right hand. Deputy said Deputy Escamilla told her to drop the unknown object, 
but the suspect refused. Deputy {said the suspect did throw the unknown object 
to the floor shortly after refusing too, but Deputy [did not know why the suspect 
did this. She said the suspect was very aggressive and belligerent during the incident. 


IAB Note: Deputy as shown several photographs taken 
by Field Sergeant Herrera at the scene. Deputy 
identified the object in Photograph #1 as the object the 
suspect was holding during the incident. She also 
indentified Photograph #2 and Photograph #3, as the 
room inside the residence where the incident occurred 
(See Exhibit C). 


Deputy aic Deputy Escamilla approached the suspect, grabbed her right arm, 
and placed it behind the suspect's back. Deputy[Baid the suspect tucked her 
left arm against her chest, and began to struggle with Deputy Escamilla to free herself. 
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Deputy said she grabbed the suspect's right arm, so Deputy Escamilla could 
grab the suspect’s left arm. They wanted both arms behind the suspect's back, so the 
suspect could be handcuffed. Depu! aid the suspect continued to yell and 
resist, and they instructed her to stop resisting. 


Deputy ikai Deputy Escamilla placed the suspect’s left arm behind the 
suspect's back, as the suspect continued to struggle with them to free herself. At this 
point, Deputy said she heard a “pop,” and Deputy Escamilla told her the 
suspect's arm might be broken. 


dep ut EE is she handcuffed the suspect and searched her for additional 
weapons. Once the suspect was under control, they requested paramedics and the 
Field Sergeant (Sergeant Herrera) to respond to the location. The suspect was initially 
treated at the scene and transported to the hospital 


Deputy A- = i< they did not put out any radio traffic during the altercation, but 
additional units arrived because they were initially responding to the call. 


Deputy is not aware of any other member of the Department witnessing the 
force incident other than her and Deputy Escamilla. 


Deputy said she did not feel they had any other force options available to them. 
She indicated the incident occurred very rapidly. Deputy lestimated the size of 
the room to be 15 feet by 20 feet (furnished), and said she felt very confined in the 
room. Deputy aid she considered using the taser; however, she did not want 
to accidentally tase her partner. 


Deputy [EE did not fee! the use of OC spray was an option. She said she did not 
want to lose the control she did have on the suspect, in order to reach for her OC spray. 
She also indicated the baton was not an option based on the confinement of the room. 


Deputy EM said she had contact with the suspect approximately three months prior 
to this incident. She said in the previous incident, the suspect had threatened her 

ith a shovel. Deputy 2c she was an assisting unit on this call, and 
the suspect had already dropped the shovel when she arrived. Deputy HE saic she 
spoke with the suspect during the prior incident, and the suspect was calm and 
cooperative with her. Deputy sic she contacted the Mental Evaluation Team, 
who initiated a 72-hour evaluation hold on the suspect (See Exhibit B).

Witness EE was interviewed at her residence by Sergeant Herrera. This 
interview was digitally video recorded and is included in this investigative casebook on 


Compact Disc (See Miscellaneous Documents). 
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Witness Akaid she is afraid of ner (Suspect Luna). She said Suspect 
Luna told her she does not care about the cops and she wants to die. 


Witness{aid she was outside the residence while the deputies were dealing with 
Suspect Luna, and she did not see the use of force occur. 
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
